oin- 


country. The great majority of us 
recognize the movie houses as a 
necessary element of popular re- 
laxation. 


I recall years ago when I first 


came to Hope the motion picture* 
houses did not operate on Sunday, 
and when some of us helped gel 
(j)icm open we had to listen lo Iho 
ralher crusty arsument that then* 
was a moral difference between 
going to the movies and playing 
golf or motoring on Sunday -- 
something that thc speakers them- 
selves did not really believe 


But the minority' group who op- 


pose theaters as such unquestion- 
ably aid the natural inertia of gov- 
ernment in the matter of repea1- 
ing an unfair and crippling tax 
Vfow serious is the tax picture with 
^m theaters?" Well, here are a 
couple of facts: 


Many a local movie house over 


America is today collecting and 
forwarding to the .federal govern- 
ment more money., in tax than it 
is returning to the theater-owner 
in profit. In fact,, some of the 
houses arc running at a loss, and 
to the majority of them the tax] 
collection against their "gate" rep-j 
resents thc difference 
between 


/Jplablc profit and the perilous po- 


sition of barely "getting by." 


Thc way tho movie .folks look 


at it, the government levies this 
huge tax against theater-goers — 
with its inevitable depressive 
ef- 


fect on the industry — and then 
turns around and spends this tax 
money holding Federal Communi- 
cations hearings to create televi- 
sion stations which furnish enter- 
tainment that costs neither admis- 
sion nor tax. 
9 This is a question of equity, and 


solely on that issue the excise tax 
as applied to movie houses should 
bc killed.
